Lead-copper  bullion,  for  lead,  copper,  gold 
and  silver. 

Coal : 

Determination  of  moisture,  volatile  combustible 
matter,  fixed  carbon,  ash  and  sulphur. 

Ores  and  furnace  products: 

Fire  assays — 

Gold,  silver  and  lead. 

Wet,  and  combined  wet  and  fire  assays — 

Gold  and  silver,  by  combined  method. 

Copper,  by  electrolitic,  colormetric  and  volumetric 
(cyanide  or  other  approved)  methods. 

Nickel,  by  electrolitic  method.

Certificate. 

A certificate  of  efficiency  in  assaying  will,  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  prescribed  fee  ($15),  be  issued  to  each  suc- 
cessful candidate,  which  certificate  shall  be  considered 
as  a licence  to  practise  assaying  in  British  Columbia ; 
and  notice  is  hereby  given  that  only  those  holding  such 
certificate  of  proficiency  or  licence  will  be  allowed  to 
act  as  assayers  in  this  l’rovince,  under  penalty,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  Act. 

Exemption  from  Examination.

The  examination  will  consist  chiefly  of  the  practical 
assaying  of  samples,  and  while  the  Department  oi  Mines 
will  provide  all  the  apparatus  and  chemicals  usually 


necessary,  it  will  not  undertake  to  provide  any  special 
or  unusual  appliances  or  chemicals  which  might  be 
called  for,  and  if  a candidate  should  require  such  he 
will  have  to  provide  them  at  his  own  expense. 

Candidates  must  provide  themselves  with  such  plat- 
inum ware  and  sets  of  weights  as  they  may  require,  as 
these  will  not  be  furnished  at  the  examination. 

The  Department  of  Mines  will  make  no  charge  for 
the  use  of  chemicals  or  apparatus,  but  a candidate  will 
be  charged  for  all  breakages  or  unnecessary  loss  caused 
by  him.

ACTS,  1905. 


Extract  from  a Report  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Honourable  the  Privy  Council,  approved  by 
the  Governor-General  on  the  30th  Septem- 
ber, 1905. 


ON  a report,  dated  18th  September,  1905,  from  the 
Minister  of  Justice,  stating  that  the  Statutes  of 
the  Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia  recom- 
mended to  be  disallowed  by  Order  in  Council  of  the 
28th  of  April,  1905,  were  described  in  the  said  Order 
in  Council,  as  follows  : — 

Chapter  67. — “An  Act  to  regulate  Immigration 
into  British  Columbia.” 

Chapter  81. — “ An  Act  1’elating  to  the  employment 
on  Works  carried  on  under  Franchises  granted  by 
Private  Acts.” 

Chapter  85. — “An  Act  further  to  amend  the  ‘Coal 
Mines  Regulation  Act.’  ” 

The  Minister  states  that  these  Statutes,  however,  as 
chaptered  in  the  last  volume  of  the  Annual  Statutes 
of  British  Columbia,  recently  issued,  are  not  chaptered 
as  stated  in  the  Order  in  Council,  their  chapter  num- 
bers being  instead  Chapter  28,  Chapter  30  and  Chapter 
36. 

The  Minister  recommends,  lest  any  question  should 
arise  as  to  the  effect  of  the  Order  in  Council  and  subse-

ALL  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  applicants 
or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specifying 
the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz.: — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  county, 
district,  union  of  counties  or  territory,  affected  by  the 
proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  pub- 
lished therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest 
county,  district  or  territory  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published.  In  the  Provinces  of  Quebec  and  Manitoba 
the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like  manner  in  the 
English  and  French  languages.  All  notices  shall  be 
continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two  months  during 
the  interval  of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next 
preceding  session  and  the  consideration  of  the  petition. 
Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers,  endorsed 
“ Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing  the  first 
and  last  insertions  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  to  the 
Clerk  of  each  House. 

In  the  case  of  an  application  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll  bridge  the  notice  shall  also  state  the  proposed 
rates  of  toll,  the  nature  of  the  structure,  the  height 
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of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abutments  or 
piers,  etc. 

A copy  of  the  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk
